Fall Day in Brooksville 

...is punctuated by the 
twelve o’clock siren from the 
fire department, a tradition in 
countless country towns. On 
the wall a sign read, “Be nice 
to the Bartender - Help is Hard 
to Get.” 

Good food is not hard to 
find, however. You can still get 
a meal or fried chicken, green 
beans, corn, salad and coffee 
for a buck and a half—served 
with great good friendship. 

Brooksville sits at the 
crossing of Ky. 10 and Ky. 
19 nine miles from Augusta 
and the Ohio River, Both of 
these roads were important in 
the early settlement and com¬ 
merce of Kentucky 

Ky. 10, which wanders 
from Maysville to Alexandria, 
was first known as the Buffalo 
Trace Road, later as Washing¬ 
ton Trace after the countryside 
was surveyed by George and 
Lawrence Washington. This 
became a major east-west 
route of the day. 

Ky. 19 runs from Augus¬ 
ta deep into the Bluegrass of 
Georgetown. This was once 
a major shipping route for the 
commerce of the Bluegrass 
carried by Conestoga wagon 
to the river port at Augusta. 

The town was first known 
as Woodward’s Cross Roads 


and renamed Brooksville 
when, in 1839, David Brooks 
was instrumental in getting 
the legislature to establish the 
village as the seat of Bracken 
County Government. 

One of those early Wood¬ 
wards built a modest brick 
hotel for the accommodation 
of travelers in 1784. Mrs. Ha¬ 
zel Ware, 72, operates the old 
hotel, now called Howard’s 
Hotel for the son of a former 


owner. 

From time to time while 
the two court houses were 
being built, the hotel served 
as the seat of county govern¬ 
ment—with the dinner bell 
tolling for meals and court 
sessions. 

Mrs. Ware makes her 
home in the hotel - its bricks 
now painted white - and two 
of the five rooms are home for 
her daughter and granddaugh¬ 
ter. Only an occasional guest 
stays at the hotel these days, 
but Mrs. Ware doesn’t mind. 

She has lived here for 
25 years. The daughter of a 
Bracken County farmer, her 
late husband once carried the 
mail from Augusta to Brooks¬ 
ville and was later a butcher. 
It’s nice, she says, not to have 
to lock doors all the time. 
“Here I can walk anywhere I 
need to go, to the store and the 
Christian church”

Have you ever noticed that God does not hold the 
great men of Scripture up to us because of their personal 
goodness? Almost invariably their records are marred 
by failure and sin, but God bids us look at their faith, to 
see what their faith did for them. Even those who lived 
consistently good lives are not held up to us for their 
personal worth, because God knows their imperfections. 
Thus Rom. 4:2,3 says: 

“For if Abraham were justified by works, he hath 
whereof to glory- but not before God. For what saith the 
Scripture? Abraham believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness.” 

And Verse 6 goes on to say about David: 

“Even as David also describeth the blessedness of 
the man unto whom God imputeth righteousness without 
works.” 

This is because man cannot live a life good enough to 
make him acceptable to God, for with God only perfection 
is good enough. One sin spoiled the earth; God will not 
allow one sin to spoil heaven too. This is why in grace He 
gave Christ to die for our sins and to pay the just penalty for 
us. Because of the all-sufficient payment of Christ in our 
behalf, God can now be “just, and the Justifier” of those 
who place their faith in Christ (Rom. 3:26). 

The famous eleventh chapter of Paul’s letter to the 
Hebrews bears out the fact that salvation, or acceptance 
with God, is obtained, not by human effort, but by faith. 
This great chapter on the heroes in God’s “Hall of Fame,” 
begins with the words: “For by it [faith] the elders obtained 
a good report,” and then goes on: “By faith Abel ...,” “By 
faith Enoch...,” “By faith Noah...,” “By faith Abraham...,” 
etc., and closes with the declaration: 

“.. .these all.. .obtained a good report through faith...”

Foster families 
greatly needed 

Bracken, Robertson, and 
Mason Counties are in great 
need of foster families at this 
time. There currently is only 
1 family in Bracken, 5 in 
Mason, and 2 in Robertson 
County. Families are needed 
to take in children of all ages 
and sibling groups varying in 
ages. There has been a great 
increase in the number of 
children entering foster care 
in the recent months and has 
left very few placement op¬ 
tions for these children. You 
must meet requirements and 
attend training to be a foster 
parent. If you are receiving 
any type of public assistance 
or your income is below the 
level the poverty level you 
will not be eligible. 

This is for the state fos¬ 
ter care program. There are 
many signs up in the area for 
private agencies that provide 
foster care services for chil¬ 
dren that are unable to place 
in DCBS homes, these chil¬ 
dren typically have issues or 
behaviors that need a spe¬ 
cialized level of care.

Trash Talk 

by: Mr. Recycle Bin & Ms. Pick-Up Litterbug

Howdy Folks! Hallow¬ 
een is quickly approaching as 
is our final road clean of 2012! 
Those bright lime green t- 
shirts are not costumes but a 
sign alerting drivers that the 
Bracken County Litter Patrol 
workers are hard at it, clean¬ 
ing someone’s trash from 
our beautiful county roads. 
Please drive with caution 
so that all remain safe and 
sound! Across the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky in 2011 
therewere 15,056,840 pounds 
of litter picked up from state 
and county roadways at a 
cost of $7.7 million! The 
Kentucky Pride Fund, East¬ 
ern Kentucky PRIDE, Blue- 
grass PRIDE, Transportation 
Cabinet, Adopt-A-Highway, 
and cities and counties con¬ 
tributed to the cleanup at a 
cost of 51 cents per pound 
which was an increase from 
46 cents per pound in 2010. 
Bracken County’s total cost 
per pound was approximately 
58 cents per pound. 

The success of litter 
abatement campaigns across 
the Commonwealth is evi¬ 
dent in the reduction of lit¬ 
ter being picked up along 
roadways. In 2011, counties 
cleaned 752,842 bags of litter 
on 183,387 miles of roadway. 
In Bracken County last year, 
our workers picked up 1,271 
bags of garbage (roughly 
31,775 pounds) while clean¬ 
ing 259.57 miles of roadway 
at a cost of $18,398.87. Of 
that amount, $17,842.59 
came from Litter Abatement 
Grant Funding. Most of the 
items found on roadways are 
plastic bottles and food con¬ 
tainers. Even though Bracken 
County does not have a na¬ 
tional fast food chain within 
its boundaries, there is a 
tremendous amount of lit¬ 
ter picked up that originated 
with food from nationwide 
fast food chains! While the 
litter along public roads has 
been steadily decreasing, as 
you can see, it costs a lot of 
money, labor and time to col¬ 
lect garbage that should not 
even be on the roadway in the 
first place! We have coined 
a new slogan, “Please recon¬ 
sider- don’t litter!” 

All counties report to the 


Division of Waste Manage¬ 
ment yearly and this infor¬ 
mation is compiled to reflect 
statewide totals. Along with 
litter abatement, information 
is collected on a host of other 
issues. For instance, Ken¬ 
tuckians recycled 34.3% of 
common household recycla- 
bles (aluminum, cardboard, 
steel, plastic, newspaper, 
glass, and paper) in 2011. 
Another interesting statistic 
shows that more than 25,225 
illegal open dumpsites have 
been cleaned since 1993 at 
a cost of over $70.6 mil¬ 
lion! Because the number of 
dumpsites has been reduced, 
funding was available to con¬ 
tribute to the cleanup of the 
devastation left by the March 
2 tornado. $1,475,000 was 
spent for cleanup efforts of 
debris that could have become 
illegal dumpsites. 604,000 
PTEs (passenger-tire-equiva- 
lents) waste tires were recov¬ 
ered in 2011 from amnesties. 
Speaking of amnesties, we 
have been told that the Buf¬ 
falo Trace District should 
have another tire amnesty in 
approximately one year in 
the fall of 2013. Of course, 
we will keep you up-to-date 
on any information regarding 
this amnesty. 

While all the programs 
are great and contribute to the 
health, safety and well being 
of all Kentucky residents, 
the funding is ultimately the 
tax payer! Monies to run 
schools, libraries, ambulanc¬ 
es, city, county and national 
governments, etc. come from 
funds accumulated through 
citizen supported taxes. It 
is our money that is fund¬ 
ing these programs and we 
should try our best to help re¬ 
duce costs wherever possible. 
In our opinion, the $7.7 mil¬ 
lion spent on litter abatement 
should not even be a neces¬ 
sary expense! How hard is 
it for folks to carry a bag in 
the vehicle to hold trash to 
be properly disposed when 
reaching one’s destination? 
Please reconsider, don’t litter, 
but do RECYCLE, REUSE 
and REDUCE to keep God’s 
earth clean, green and beauti¬ 
ful! Be seein’ you - Bin & 
Bug.

KY State Police Asks Citizens 
to “Text a Tip” to Fight Crime 


The Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice is initiating a new proac¬ 
tive program where citizens 
are now able to text confi¬ 
dential tips from their cell 
phone. The program, “Text 
a Tip,” is designed to report 
criminal activity, assist with 
neighborhood watch and 
serve as an additional re¬ 
source for schools and col¬ 
lege campuses. 

“Text a Tip” is com¬ 
pletely confidential and easy 
to use. Anyone with texting 
capabilities from personal 
electronic devices can sim¬ 
ply text 67283 in the address 
field, then type KSPTIP in 
the message field, leave a 
space and then enter infor¬ 
mation about a crime. If your 
tip went through successful¬ 
ly, you will receive an instant 
confirmation text on your 
phone. 

Web-based and phone 
tip lines have been around a 
while, but have the disadvan¬ 
tage of a perpetrator over¬ 
hearing the person on the 
phone or that they required 
Internet access. 

KSP Spokesperson, 
Sgt. Rick Saint-Blancard 
says “Text a Tip” is gaining 
ground because text messag¬ 
ing does not require verbal 
communication or Internet 
access. “Everywhere you 
go, someone has a cell phone 
with them,” says Saint-Blan¬ 
card. “Whether a person is 
at home or a large venue, 
like a sporting event or con¬ 
cert, they can text a tip to us 
without bringing attention to 
themselves.” 

Saint-Blancard says peo¬ 
ple who live in high-crime 
neighborhoods are often 
afraid that if they are seen 
talking to police, they could 
be subject to retaliation from 
drug dealers or other crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So when they have this 
option of texting us — know¬ 


ing no one will know who 
they are — they are more 
willing to provide specific 
details and names about the 
activity,” he adds. “Text a 
Tip” messages are sent to a 
separate, third-party server, 
where identifying informa¬ 
tion is stripped out and they 
are assigned an encrypted 
alias before being sent to po¬ 
lice. 

Text-a-tip programs are 
being promoted in schools 
across the country to report 
weapon threats and reduce 
bullying. 

“No technology is more 
powerful then the eyes and 
ears of the public,” adds 
Saint-Blancard. “The key is 
enlisting people on their own 
terms by providing a discrete, 
immediate and confidential 
reporting source.” 

KSP reminds citizens to 
keep safety in mind when 
texting tips. 

“If a tipster is driving 
when they witness suspi¬ 
cious activity, we ask them to 
safely pull to the side of the 
road and place their vehicle 
in park before attempting 
to text in a tip,” says Saint- 
Blancard. 

The “Text a Tip” pro¬ 
gram is operational 24 Hours 
a Day / 7 Days a Week and 
is received and monitored 
by the KSP Communications 
Center. KSP openly solicits 
information from citizens on 
any type of crime occurring 
but encourages citizens to 
call “911” if the crime is in¬ 
progress or there is an emer¬ 
gency.

Showing Up Is Everything 


On Sept. 11a fomm was scheduled for our congressional candidates sponsored by the 
Shelby County Farm Bureau. This would be one of the few times Shelby Countians would see 
our District 4 congressional candidates, Bill Adkins and Thomas Massie, live discussing their 
visions for our district. So, months before, I requested off work and did my best to spread the 
word to all my friends and family to attend this fomm on agricultural issues. 

Everyone knows how important Farm Bureau is to our community and to this state. Through 
my own farming experience, my time in the leadership of the Shelby County FFA, my current 
work at Rural King and my own membership in the Shelby County Farm Bureau, I know, as do 
so many others, that agriculture is the lifeblood of our economy and our community.
